DEATH OF HON JOE GARDNER. 



A Frankfort special to the Louisville 
Courier Journal, March 7th, savs : Hon. 
Joseph H. Gardner, of Salyersville, Ma- 
goffin county, died suddenly at half-past 
six this evening of apoplexy. Mr. Gard- 
ner came here last evening from Georgia, 
where he had been to sell a lot of horses, 
in which business ha has engaged for 
years, and this afternoon at the court 
house, made an address to the people of 
the county, announcing bis candidacy 
for Lieutenant Governor. He went to 
his room at the residence of his uncle, 
Mr. H. P. Williams, immediately after- 
ward, and complained of feeling unwell. 
He laid down on the bed, and in a few 
moments he said that his mind was great- 
ly confused and that he felt a dizziness 
in the head. Physicians were summoned 
and applied batteries, but apoplexy had 
already accomplished its fatal work", and 
death "speedily closed his life. 

Mr. Gardner was a handsome gentle- 
jan, of fifty-two years of age ; of splen- 
did physique, agreeable in manners, and 



object of high regard by all 
him. He began life at the old Gardner 
homestead at the Burning Springs, on the 
headwaters of the Licking River, which 
was a famous resort for politicians in the 
earlier days of the Commonwealth. 
In his younger days he carried on the 
business of merchandising, but latterly 
his time has been occupied with his farm 
and live stock. In 1865 he was elected 
to the Legislature and in 1869-73, and 
again in 1875-'79 represented his district 
in the State Senate. He has been a can- 
didate for Congress at various times be- 
fore the convention, and in more instan- 
ces than one has been known to yield 
his claims to insure harmony and unbro- 
ken organization in the Democratic party, 
of which he has always been an earnest 
and able partisan. By diligent and in- 
telligent management of a small inheri- 
tance, he has accumulated a competency 
in ready money and large and valuable 
tracts of land in Magoffin and other 
counties of Eastern Kentucky. 

His body will be shipped tomorrow to 
his home, where his wife, children and 
grand-children are now assembled in all 
the ioyouBness of life,
